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Harding Optimistic 
Meeting.

Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Spe- 
cial.J—How to boost American busi- 
ness at home and abroad was the prin- 
dpal subject of discussion at the meet- 
ing of President Harding with his 
gabinet today. 

The president took an optimistic 
view of the present period of business 
depression, reporting to’ his official 
pdvisers the substance of the talks 
he has had in the last few days with 
the heads of great industries, like 
James A. Farrell, of the United States 
Stee! corporation. 

The information which has tome to 
the president in this way is that the 
low tide of business depression has 
een passed and that conditions are. 
beginning to improve in those indus- 
tries particularly which were the first 
to be hit by the buying flump and fall 
in prices. 


‘ Favors Fostering Commerce. 

Mr. Harding directed the cabinet 
discussion to the consideration of defi- 
nite policies for fostering the expan- 
tion of domestic and foreign commerce, 
which he sums up as the promotion of 
tational prosperity, one of the high- 
et functions of government. 

The president indicated that he fav- 
os the abolition of fettering restric- 
ions imposed on industria] and agri- 
mitural development and a greater 
degree of @otperation between the 
povernment and the business activities 
ot Hre-Country. While he drew no in- 
Yididus comparisons he left no doubt 
that he intends to effect a change from 
the professorial attitude of the “Wilson

Encouragement to Exporters. 

In the field of foreign commerce the 
president cited the fact that the lack 
of government codperation and out- 
tight restrictions had served to place 
American business at a disadvantage 
in competing with foreigners whose 
fovernments are extremely paterna!- 
ktic in the promotion of foreign trade. 
Such. foreign ‘paternalism takes the 
form of government subsidies of ship 
lines and the extension of banking and 
Marketing facilities to exporters.

If ‘so, eating should 
not be insisted on. In fact, the existence 
of this symptom indicates that the di-/} 
gestive system is feeling the effect of the 
infection and therefore should not be 
overloaded with work. Vomiting is a 
symptom in some cases. Such patients 
should be given no food. Dr. Fantus 
says the whims of appetite of a person 
with acute catarrhal fever can be safely 
humored. Tf there is a craving for 
sugar or what not let it be Indulged. Or 
rather no harm will result from indulg- 


ing it.
